The Major moves into his tenth season as Yankee 
Manager.

Yankee pride 
and a sense of Yankee history have become part of 
his chemistry. 

He communicates that pride to the young men who 
play for him—and swear by him. 
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This is an architect's rendering of how Yankee 
Stadium will look when Mayor John Lindsay's 
proposed Renovation Program has been completed.

Rarely has a player established himself as a major 
star so swiftly as did Bobby Murcer in the course of 
the 1971 season. 

The talented Bobby came to the Yankees with 
well deserved publicity, but with the burden of being 
cited as Mantle’s successor—raised in Mantle’s 
state, discovered by Mantle’s scout, and assigned 
to Mantle's locker. That is a full measure of pressure 


for a 23 year old youngster, whatever his natural 
ability. 

The first two years were less sparkling than Bobby 
—and the fans—had expected. 

And then came 1971. Pow! .331. Second only to 
Oliva for the A.L. batting championship. American 
League All-Star. Led Yanks in runs. Hits. Doubles. 
Home runs. Runs batted in. Walks. Batting. Runner- 


up to Oliva as A.L. Player of the Year. In short, 
Bobby Murcer became a star. 

What happened? 

“| just taught myself to go with the pitch,”’ Bobby 
explains. ‘l cut down on my strikeouts, resisted a 
temptation to overswing, and never slumped.” 

The tradition of great Yankee center fielders is in 
good hands. 


I, six Yankee seasons, Fritz Peterson has reached 
such peaks as a 20-victory year, an All-Star game 
selection, membership on the list of all-time Yankee 
pitching leaders, and inclusion among the American 
League ERA leaders. But it was the baseball writers’ 
“Good Guy” Award that really tells the story of this 


man, for Fritz Peterson is one genuine, good guy. 
Unless he’s at work—bearing down on American 
League hitters with razor-sharp control—Fritz is one 
continuous smile, always ready for a laugh (his day is 
complete if he can put something over on Mel 
Stottlemyre or Mike Kekich). He’s always ready to 
meet the fans (if he’s too hurried for an autograph, 


a pleasant smile and wave keep ‘‘Fritz Fans’ happy). 

“Pete” is firmly established as a key member of 
one of the best pitching staffs in baseball. His 
contributions on the mound indicate that with the 
right breaks, Fritz could get a start in next fall’s World 
Series. But his contributions off the field make 
everyone he meets a better person for it. 


BAe) Lindy McDaniel 


Baseball is third in Lindy McDaniel’s life. His 
devotion to God and to his family take precedence. 
But don’t think for a minute that it makes Lindy 
anything but a total competitor when he takes 

the mound. 

Anyone entering his 17th major league season 
doesn't have to be told to bear down. Lindy is among 
the all-time great relief pitchers, trailing only Hoyt 
Wilhelm and Roy Face in most departments. 

In 1968 when he came to New York from San 


Francisco, the Yanks were the Comeback Team of 
the Year and Lindy’s 1.76 ERA was a vital factor. In 
1969, Lindy and the Yankees slipped. But in 1970, 
his 29-save season helped the Yanks finish second. 
Lindy had his troubles in 1971 following minor, but 
debilitating surgery, and so, too, did the Yankees. 

lf his career patterns hold true—every other 
season a big one—the Yanks can look forward to a 
winning season for themselves. That's how important 
this man can be. 


Only three pitchers in history have appeared in more 
games than Jack Aker without ever getting a 

starting assignment. That's not a sign of no 
confidence. It is a sign of total confidence in the 
man’s ability to come into a game under intense 
pressure and save it. 

In his own quiet way, Jack is making a place 
among the great relief pitchers of his era. The 
Fireman of the Year winner in 1966 with Kansas City, 
Jack recalls his major league debut—a game in 
which he arrived at the park in the sixth inning, 
entered the game in the ninth, and with the bases 
loaded and no one out, retired Harmon Killebrew on 
a short pop and Bob Allison on a double play. Jack 
thought there was nothing to this game of baseball. 

Aker had a 2.57 ERA last year—a very respectable 
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ERA, but a case of figures not telling the whole 
story. The season was not up to past heroics of the 
Chief, and he intends to come back with a big year 
and restore faith in the Yankee bullpen. 

The sidearming righthander has added another 
duty to his files in 1972—he is the American League 
player representative, in addition to being the 
Yankee player rep. A busy man on the field, Jack 
will be busy off as well this year, but the veteran is 
highly capable of the dual task. 


Li Johnny Callison isn’t the first name that comes up 
when they talk about great throwing arms in the 
National League, it’s only because there's a fellow 
named Roberto Clemente. After Roberto, you could 
get a basket full of votes for Callison, who led the 
National League in assists for four consecutive 
seasons. 

And now Johnny Callison, taken from the Cubs 
on a conditional basis by the Yankees last January, 
is bringing that powerful arm back into the American 
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League, where his big league career began in 1958 
with the White Sox. Since then, his travels have 
taken him to Philadelphia and the Cubs. But let’s 
talk about hitting—Johnny has twice been a member 
of the 30 home run club, twice into the 100 RBI 

club, and three times an all-star. (Johnny won the 
1964 All-Star Game at Shea Stadium with a ninth 
inning homer). 

Having played over 100 games for 11 straight 
seasons, Johnny will not be content to be strictly a 
pinch-hitter or defensive replacement. Which is fine 
with all concerned, because if he can fight his way 
into the regular lineup, you'll know he’s found the 
right field seats to his liking at Yankee Stadium. 


Where the action is ... That's Ron Swoboda. 

His instinctive flair for the spectacular propels 
Ron to the dramatic place at the dramatic time to 
make the dramatic play. And he makes it—a long 
throw to the plate, a bases loaded walk, an into-the- 
seats catch—because Rocky is a solid ball player 
with an enviable ability to rise to the occasion to 
make the big play. All of this bodes well for 
the Yankees. 

Ron broke in under Casey Stengel with the Mets 


in 1965, and before he left, he was their all-time 
home run and RBI champ. After a brief stop in 
Montreal, Rocky suddenly resurfaced on the New 
York sports scene last June, and immediately set to 
work on Volume II of Rocky’s Road to Success. 

A fresh start, a new uniform, a new lease on 
baseball life for the bright, sensitive, personable and 
virile Swoboda. Ron responded, the fans reacted, 
and the legend was off and running again. 
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Roy White is the picture ballplayer. He’s the man 
Little League coaches can point to at any minute of 
a game as an example of how the game should 

be played. 

Some say the best players are born, not made. 
But Roy, adding sheer determination to his native 
skills, made himself one of the best players in the 
American League. 


A native of Los Angeles, Roy signed with the 
Yanks as an infielder in 1962 and began a lonely 
struggle to unseat Bobby Richardson at second base. 
Frustrated as an infielder, he was shifted to the 
outfield in 1966, and his faltering career spun 
around. He cut down his swing, his bat caught fire, 
and the base hits began to crackle. Today, he’s a 
craftsman. Superb bat control enables him to hit the 
ball anywhere. His record smashing 17 sacrifice 


flies in 1971, setting anew American League record, 
testifies to that. 

And as for Roy's fielding—in 1971 he became the 
first Yankee in history to play a full season without 
an error! 

Now at 28, he is a handsome, articulate symbol 
of the new Yankees—a Yankee who can turn a game 
around in so many ways—at bat, on the bases, in 
the field. 


Don't let the boyish good looks fool you. When Steve 

Kline goes to work, he’s tough. A hard loser. Tough. 
Steve comes from the Mel Stottlemyre school of 

pitching, and his grades for a year and a half in the 

big leagues are impressive. His good earned run 

average is a solid down payment on a brilliant future. 


A 24-year-old bachelor, Steve was born in 
Wenatchee, Washington, population 17,000, moved 
to Chelan, Washington, 2,400, and keeps an 
apartment in New York, 8,000,000. 

Steve is a math major, and during this winter took 
courses at California Polytechnic, working towards his 
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degree. He says he can calculate his ERA in his head. 

The fans are attracted to Steve; the girls like his 
Glen Campbell looks (and his eligibility), and the 
boys like his pitching ability. It adds up to a happy 
romance between the Yankees, New York, and 
Steve Kline. 
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The major league's leading pinch-hitter of 1971 is 
looking for a different type of recognition as he dons 
a Yankee uniform in 1972. At 25, Rich McKinney 
seeks a Career as a Yankee regular that will make 
trading the highly valued Stan Bahnsen look like a 
stroke of managerial genius. 

Rich batted .367 against New York last year, his 
first full major league season, and that certainly 
attracted attention from the Yankee side of the track. 
A big RBI man, Rich comes without having settled 
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on one defensive position. Ralph Houk wants him to 
play third, and Rich is ready. 

Born and raised in Ohio, Rich attended Ohio 
University. He is married and the father of a two-year 
old boy. He golfs, fishes and traps, and hopes 
someday to own a cattle ranch. For the present, 

Rich is concentrating on a regular position in the 
Yankee lineup, and becoming a New Yorker. New 
York is happy to have him aboard. 
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The swiftest Yankee is Jerry Kenney. His cat quick 
reflexes in the field and spiritous speed on the bases 
generate fan excitement even when he’s standing 
still, which is rare. 

Going into his fourth season as a Yankee since 
completing military service, Jerry has shown 
brilliance, needing only consistency to put it all 
together. His batting average fell offin 1970, a 
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discouraging year, but Jerry bounced back to hit 
.262 last year and demonstrated his ability to play 
either third base or shortstop exceptionally well in 
his own singular style. 

Jerry is symbolic of a new style of play for New 
York; win games on the bases—take the extra base, 
steal into scoring position, move the runner. 

And Jerry's line drives are beginning to fall in. 
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Few teams are good without a first rate catcher. 
Thurman Munson is first rate. 

Rookie of the Year, 1970. Leading Yankee hitter, 
1970. American League All-Star, 1971. Top fielding 
catcher in the major leagues, 1971. All that packed 
into the first two years of what will surely be a 
spectacular career. 

But Thurman comes from the school of self-driven 


competitiveness. He strives to get better every day. 
He expects to throw out every runner attempting to 
steal. He expects to drive in every Yankee base- 
runner. Early in his rookie year and batting in the 
low .200s, he said to Elston Howard without a 
flicker of doubt, ‘‘l’m going to hit .300.” His average 
was .302 at the season’s end. 

An All-American at Kent State, Thurman was the 


Yankees’ number one selection in the June 1968 
Free-Agent Draft. His rapid development, even for a 
number one pick, was a happy bonus; ninety-nine 
minor league games were enough seasoning for 
Thurm. He was ready to take on the American League. 
Pennant winners are built position by position until 
all the pieces are in place. For the New York 
Yankees, the position of catcher is set. 
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sy spring Ralph gives my job away,’’ beams 
Gene Michael, ‘‘but every season | win it back.” 
Gene's not bragging, just stating a fact. The 
personable Yankee shortstop has been a regular 
since 1969 when he succeeded Tom Tresh, and 
everyone who's seen him gracefully cover the left 
side of the infield knows why. One of the best 
defensive players in the game, Gene's the type of 
guy who can beat you with a superb play, a hidden- 


ball trick, a big single, or, on rare occassions, a 
long ball. 

Fans in the Yankee area have had an opportunity 
over the past few years to hear Gene speak at 
scores of banquets and dinners. Everywhere he's 
made friends for the Yankees and gained another 
dimension of high personal respect. The Stick is 
back in ‘72, and the Norwood, New Jersey resident 
will doubtless once again make a vital contribution 
to the team’s success.

league credentials, Celerino Sanchez has credentials 
better than almost every player in the majors today. 
Cellie has destroyed Mexican League pitching since 
1964, including such figures as .448 in 1966 

(357 at bats) and .368 for Mexico City last year. 

A fast start at Syracuse this year means that third 
baseman Sanchez will be learning American League 
pitchers as well as the English language before long. 


Jim Roland was about the only man on the 
Oakland pitching staff not named Vida or Catfish or 
Blue Moon or Mudcat, so maybe his ordinary name 
made his Oakland days numbered. It didn’t matter 
the reason... the Yankees were happy to welcome 
Jim on April 28 following a three-season span in 
Oakland that produced a 2.58 ERA. 
Originally signed by the Twins, Jim has become 
a relief specialist in the last few years. As a 
southpaw, he adds good balance to the Yankee 
_pitching staff, and having had the feel of a division 
title last season, would like to go one step better 
this year and get into a World Series. 


Lettnander Wade Blasingame came to the Yankees 
from Houston on June 7 where he was working in his 
10th National League season, despite being only 

28 years old. Wade was a big bonus player with the 
Milwaukee Braves in 1961, and has both started and 
relieved since joining Houston in 1967.

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Rob Gardner, only 27 years old, is entering his tenth 
professional season, and although he hasn't 
“arrived” as a big league winner yet, his age and 
experience indicate that bright days might be ahead. 
Rob has had outstanding success in the Interna- 
tional League, particularly in 1970 when he was 19-5 
including the playoffs. He’s already had big league 
experience with the Mets, Cubs, Indians, A’s and 
Yankees, and it is hoped that this southpaw is 
approaching the point of his career where he will be 
able to show his skills over the course of a full 
major league season. 


Let Fred Beene be a source of inspiration for all 
29 year old minor leaguers... who are 5’8”... who 
weigh 145 pounds... and who think they can make 
it on perseverence and desire. Because Fred Beene did. 
Obtained last winter from the Oriole organization, 
Fred signed his first pro contract in 1964 following 
graduation from Sam Houston State College in his 
native Texas. An outstanding spring training this year 
earned Fred a spot on the Yankee pitching staff, 
and the Yanks were earning the benefits based on 
Fred's early season relief work. 


Mike Kekich is a man of many interests—some 
solemn, some off-beat, most of them distinctive 
among his baseball fraternity. But as he takes his 
place now in the regular starting rotation of the New 
York Yankees, his principal interest—pitching the 
Yankees into a pennant, is close to realization. 

In a five-man starting rotation, Mike didn’t always 
get enough work to keep himself sharp, but he 
showed enough pitching maturity by last season to 
permit the Yankees to part with Stan Bahnsen and 
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move Mike into a four man rotation. When Mike’s 
been right —as he was when he threw a one-hitter 
last year—he can be as good as anyone, and he'll 
have more opportunity to be right in’72 than 

ever before. 

Mike Kekich is a most interesting young man, and 
Yankee fans will be seeing more of his delightful 
personality on post-game television interviews. 
That’s because the interviews are saved for heroes, 
and it’s a role Mike is ready to assume. 
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In an age of 162-game schedules, night baseball, 
coast-to-coast airline travel, day games after night 


games, doubleheaders, twi-night doubleheaders, 
team meetings, autograph sessions, fan clinics and 
personal appearances, it’s reassuring to know that 
Horace Clarke is ready to play every day. 

Few can match this man’s durability. He’s missed 
only 13 games in the last three seasons as the 


Yankees’ second baseman. His bat never feels the 
length of the season, and the switch-hitter has 
reached first an average of 222 times a year since 
1969. His legs don’t tire either—he’s climbed to 13th 
on the all-time Yankee stolen base list. 

Defensively, he’s led the league in assists four 
times and in putouts three times. 

There is a polite, quiet manner about Horace. He 


slips in and out of the ballpark virtually unnoticed. 
This is how he wants it. Horace is a private man who 
works seriously at his very public profession, ina 
way that reflects credit on himself and his native 
Virgin Islands, where he will settle with dignity and 
honor when he decides his playing days are ended. 

And doesn’t that sound like something we'd all 
like to do. 
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Mario Guerrero figures to be battling for a 
Yankees regular job—if not this year, then next. 
Coming off a .290 season at Syracuse, Mario just 
completed his third spring training with the Yankees 
where he has impressed everyone with a good glove 
and a line-drive bat. 

Mario is only 22 and comes from Santo Domingo, 
Dominican Republic, the home of Felipe Alou. 
Former Yankee Pedro Gonzalez recommended him 
to the Yanks and so far, the results have been 
pleasing. 


In spring training of 1970, Mickey Mantle was most 
impressed by a 19-year-old second baseman named 
George Zeber. But George never made it through 
that spring. The United States Army had other plans. 
“‘Zebe”’ spent the 1970 and 1971 seasons in military 
service, including duty in Vietnam. 

Now he’s back, ready to resume where his 
promising career left off. Ralph Houk would like 
nothing better than a battle for second between 
Zeber and Fred Frazier, because competition brings 
out the best in good players. And there’s a lot of 
good in George Zeber. 


Go ahead, ask him. 

Frank Baker will be the first to admit that 1971 
was a nightmare, but he lived to tell about it, the 
world is still turning, and tomorrow is before him. 
After all, he has been a superb player throughout his 
young professional career, and was the International 
League All-Star shortstop in 1970. 

Frank had a shot at the regular shortstop job for 
the Yankees a year ago, but for some inexplicable 
reason, never got going from the first day of spring 
training. Frank sat alertly on the edge of the bench, 
absorbing knowledge for future reference. His 
concern right now is to forget 71 and recapture the 
skills that made him the top shortstop in the 
International League the previous two seasons. 

1971 is forgotten, except as Frank says with a 
smile, ‘‘a bad season is a great character builder.” 


iF you watch Fred Frazier work around second base, 
you are reminded of a fleet, quick-handed Bobby 
Richardson. When he runs off the field and you get 

a closer look, you could swear it's Bobby’s young 
brother. The same height, almost the same face. His 
sideburns are longer and his personality is more 
frosty. At 20, Fred Frazier knows he’s on the way. 

He is well ahead of the normal development 
schedule. Fred skipped every other classification 
stop in the Yankee farm system. Last year he moved 
directly to Syracuse and became the International 
League all star second baseman. This should have 
surprised no one, least of all Fred, because he 
can’t remember a year in which he wasn’t an 
all-star in his league. 

By baseball rote, Fred should serve another year 
in the minors before he’s ready. But Fred isn’t 
impressed by such notions. He’s aiming at a major 
league infield position immediately, with all-star 
honors as soon after as possible. And no one is 
discouraging Fred from carrying out his plan. 
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John Ellis is 222 pounds of energy and strength 
propelled by a desire to conquer the world of left 
field fences and drive a decade of Yankee runners 
across home plate ahead of him. 

During spring training of his Rookie year, 1970, 
John, then age 21, batted himself into the Opening 
Day starting lineup. On that day, Mrs. Gehrig wrote 


him this personal note: 

‘For thirty years I've been looking for 

Lou's successor and I'm rooting for you.” 

Whether Ellis is a first baseman or a catcher—or 
both—he plays the game with determination, intense 
concentration and a fierce will to win. Nicknamed 


Thunder" by his teammates as he rambled around 
the bases on an inside-the-park home run in his 
first Major League game—Jonhn is ready to battle his 
way into Yankee history. 

Thunder’ seems destined to recall the old 
Yankee Five o'clock Lightning. 


Mae Stottlemyre is a pro. From his fellow profes- 
sionals this is their highest form of compliment toa 
pitcher of style and class. 

At 30, Mel has reached the full maturation of his 
ability, and has become one of the most highly 
respected pitchers in the American League. 


An eight-year veteran, Mel joined the Yankees in 
1964 and at 22 was a key factor in winning that 
season's pennant. He has, by the strength of five 
all-star seasons and three 20-victory campaigns, 
established himself among the truly great pitchers in 
Yankee history. His career statistics place him in 
the top five among active American Leaguers. 

But Mel Stottlemyre is far more than statistics. 


When the Yankees arrive in another city, and the 25 
players make their way through the airport, there is 
a quiet, commanding leadership about Mel. He is 
more than the senior Yankee, more than the most 
honored member of the team. He personifies the 
professional craftsmanship and individual dignity 
that is symbolic of the Yankee championship 
tradition. 
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Nobody had to urge Felipe Alou to go all-out when 
he joined the Yankees in April, 1971. That's the only 
way Felipe knows how to play the game. 

The Yankees’ elder statesman at 36, Felipe still 
has the physique, the ability, and the desire of a 
young man. This was clear last season when he was 
called upon to play four positions for the Yankees, 
all exceptionally well, and had the tenth best batting 
average in the league to boot. Late in the season, 
with teammates injured, Felipe played everyday with 
the excellence fans have become accustomed to 
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since he came to the major leagues in 1958. Along 
with his brothers Matty and Jesus, Felipe showed 
American fans the kind of talent developing in the 
Dominican Republic, and was among the first players 
from the Caribbean whose star quality has enhanced 
major league baseball. 

Felipe, a religious man, has the ideal attitude. 
Always good natured, always taking his profession 
seriously, always willing to give of himself to help the 
team. They may be considered old fashioned virtues, 
but they are true and sound values in any age. 

When Felipe joined the Yankees, he requested 
that his picture be taken by the centerfield monuments 
for his personal collection. It's with mutual pride 
that Felipe Alou enjoys the Yankees, and the Yankees 
appreciate Felipe Alou. 


Hara throwing Rich Hinton comes to the Yankees 
from the Chicago White Sox in a trade for Jim Lyttle 
—and he comes under high recommendation. The 
24-year-old Tucson, Arizona native is said to have a 
great deal of ability for a young arm, and Manager 
Ralph Houk is hoping that Rich will develop into 
a spot starter and key relief man for the Yankees. 
Rich, who was a member of the United States 
baseball team at the 1968 Olympics in Mexico City, 
won his first major league game last summer against 
the Yankees in Yankee Stadium, a feat he rates as 
his outstanding baseball experience. The University 
of Arizona product hopes to add to that Yankee 
Stadium victory total very quickly. 


Jim Magnuson, like his southpaw pitching partner 
Rich Hinton, comes to the Yankees from the White 
Sox—with a good reputation, a strong young arm, 
and a good shot at a job on the Yankee pitching staff. 

Fresh from an outstanding season of winter 
baseball in Puerto Rico, Jim is determined to 
contribute to the Yankee cause in 1972. As he states 
without hesitation, his baseball ambition is ‘‘to be a 
winner for a winner.” That's the kind of attitude Ralph 
Houk would like coming out of the bullpen in a close 
game, and the Yankees are counting on Jim to offer 
the lefthanded talent on the Yankee relief corps. 


H andsome Alan Closter has perseverance! After a 
couple of look-sees in spring training with the Yanks, 
trials with the Senators and Indians, Alan found 
himself back at Syracuse in 1971 for his fourth 
season there. 

Suddenly, Alan’s break came when he was 
purchased by the Yankees last July. Working middle 
relief with a late season start, Alan showed he could 
handle himself in the big leagues. An outstanding 
winter performance following the 1971 season 
pointed Alan towards a job in the big leagues. The 
lowa State graduate, apparently forgotten in the 
International League, has found himself and his 
confidence. And the Yankees are counting on the 
continued development of his skills. 


When Roger Hambright was called up from 
Manchester last year to help fill a gap in the Yankee 
bullpen, he was as surprised as anyone. Jumping 
from a double-A club to the majors without ever 
having been in spring training with the big team is 
rare, indeed. But Roger's fine relief pitching seemed 
to indicate he was ready for the majors. 

The stocky righthander quickly discovered the 
long distance between Manchester and New York, in 
baseball terms. But he pitched with ability and poise. 
With added depth to the bullpen this season, it'll be 
more difficult than usual to make the team, and if 
Roger does, you'll know he's continued to show the 
development that could make him a top major 
league relief pitcher. 


Long and lean Gary Waslewski was the Yankees’ 
number one middle relief man last season until an 
injury put him on the disabled list at mid-season. 
The loss only emphasized Gary’s importance to the 
team because there was no replacement as reliable 
as Gary. 

At 6’4”, Gary is the tallest Yankee, an advantage 
when throwing down to the hitters. He pitched for 
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Boston, St. Louis and Montreal before joining the 
Yanks, including in his rookie year, 1967, a starting 
assignment in the World Series for the Red Sox 
against the Cardinals. 

Gary is having a new home built in Southington, 
Connecticut for his family and is determined to carve 
a place for himself on a Yankee team bent on lifting 
itself to the top of the American League standings. 
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“Someday,” drawls Ron Blomberg in his Georgia 
accent, ‘‘someday | hope to have a monument in 
centerfield for me.” 

That may be some time away. The prospect may 
even seem remote. But if that is Ron Blomberg’s 
ambition, only a churl would discourage him. 

Up from Atlanta with the wonderful wide-eyed 


enthusiasm of a country boy on his first visit to the 
big city, Ron wasn't so awed by Yankee Stadium 
that he couldn't hit 322 as a Rookie. And he could 
instantly talk of his batting practice home run that 
went through the facade on the right field roof. The 
Boomer said “Mickey would have been proud of 
that one.” 

Two hundred pounds of energy in perpetual 


motion, Ronnie is as excited as a Little Leaguer by 
every game. He is eager to contribute to every 
victory. He hates sitting on the bench, though that's 
part of his education. 

He is amod Lil’ Abner who can hit and run and 
throw—and eat any quantity of fresh bagels his lady 
fans bake for him. What else would a nice young 
Jewish boy be doing in the Bronx? 


Rusty Torres 


Rusty Torres, a product of New York’s sandlots, is 
ready to stake aclaim on one small piece of New 
York real estate—right field in Yankee Stadium. 

The All-Star switch-hitter with a rifle arm, who 
devastated International League pitching last season, 
blossomed into one of the top prospects in baseball. 
Suddenly called on to join the Yankees last 
September when Danny Cater was hurt, Rusty hit a 


lusty .385 with a pair of homers in only nine games. 
As a schoolboy young Torres played anyplace 
they'd let him: Little League in McCarren Park, the 
United Action League, the Puerto Rican Athletic 
League, the Greenpoint Cliffords, the Brooklyn 
Cadets and East New York High in Brooklyn, where 
he got his diploma. Now he would like his last and 
lasting stop to be with the New York Yankees. 
So do the Yankees. 


The Yankees searched long and hard for a left- 
handed relief pitcher since the close of last season 
and they sought no one more than Boston’s young 
veteran, Al ‘‘Sparky”’ Lyle. And so it was with great 
pleasure that the Yankees managed to get Sparky in 
the closing week of spring training in a trade for 
the versatile Danny Cater. 

Sparky has won 22 and saved 63 in just four and

one half major league seasons, used strictly in relief. 
The mod twenty-seven year old, born in Dubois, 
Pennsylvania was originally signed by the Orioles 
but drafted by Boston in 1964, and arrived on the 
major league scene in time for the Red Sox’s 1967 
pennant. Since then, he’s been a bull pen main stay, 
and the Yankees plan to make good use of his 
talents in 1972. 
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H: Lanier brings to New York the reputation of a fine 
gloveman, with a strong arm and the ability to play 
either second base or shortstop in a highly 
professional manner. 

His addition to the Yankee infield staff means 
added depth at two positions and the presence on 
the team of a hitter with over 1000 Major League 


games experience behind him. 

Hal spent eleven years in the San Francisco Giant 
organization, including the last eight as a regular 
in the infield. His father Max was a National League 
pitching star from 1938-53. 

Ralph Houk sees Hal as a valuable addition to 
the depth of his 1972 Yankees. 
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In 1960, two of the best college quarterbacks in 
America were Jake Gibbs at Ole Miss, and Bernie 
Allen at Purdue. Both chose to play baseball. Gibbs 
retired from the Yankees last season, so the Yanks 
went out and got Allen from Texas. That’s not only 
shrewd operating—that’s the way to get a terrific 
infield reserve. 

A veteran of ten major league seasons with 
Minnesota and Washington, Bernie has always hit 
well in Yankee Stadium, a fact which did not go 
unnoticed when the Yanks sought some infield depth 
last winter. The left handed batter can play second

or third and hit with power. He led the league’s 
second baseman in fielding in 1968, and while never 
a high average hitter, he has always managed a 
high production of runs batted in. 

Bernie and his family make their winter home in 
College Park, Maryland. He’s six feet tall, 190 
pounds, and probably still able to operate out of a 
T-formation. But Ralph Houk has other plans for 
Bernie Allen, and Yankee fans will doubtless see a 
great deal of him. 


Being named the best catcher in Triple-A ball may be 
George Pefia’s ticket to the major leagues. With 

Jake Gibbs retired and an open spot on the roster, 
George has a real shot. 

Since 1963, George has progressed steadily 
through the Chicago Cub and Yankee organizations. 
Last year at Syracuse, he hit .284 with 22 homers 
and was named the Most Valuable Player of the 
All-Star Game, played against the Yankees last June. 

The 27-year-old Californian is a hard worker with 
a pleasant attitude and the burning ambition to 
make the majors. Only someone who spent hard 
years in the minors could fully understand it. He’s 
got Gibbs’ uniform number. Now he wants Jake’s 
job as backup catcher to Thurman Munson. Nine 
years apprenticeship can give a ball player 
incentive. 


Jorge Maduro (you may call him George), is the type 
of player any organization would be proud to have 
—and the Yankees are glad he’s part of theirs. 

Without a moment's hesitation or complaint, 

Jorge will fill in with first rate catching ability at any of 
the top levels of the Yankee organization, be it West 
Haven, Syracuse or New York. Injuries, the tough 
schedule, military calls, etc., make a man like Jorge 
invaluable, and should the Yankees find themselves 
one catcher short this year, they will be well 
protected with Maduro. 

Jorge is 24 and the son of Bobby Maduro, 
Co-Ordinator of Inter-American Baseball in the 
Commissioner's office, and former president of the 
International League's Havana Sugar Kings.
